On December I the Star was merged with the Baltimore 
Evening News and will lose its identity, while the American will 
be published under the direction of the Munsey forces on the 
Baltimore News. 
The formal announcement of this big newspaper deal was 
made in the Baltimore American a few days ago, over the signa­ 
ture of General Agnus, in which he set forth the reasons that led 
up to the sale, and the great possibilities of success th at confront 
Mr. JHrnsey in his latest newspaper acquisitions. 
The Baltimore American is one of the oldest newspapers in 
the United States, dating back to 1773, when it started as the 
Maryland Journal. It played a conspicuous part in the American 
revolution and it was the first moniing paper to publish the na­ 
tion’s anthem. “The Star Spangled Banner,” written by Francis 
Scott Key, after the repulse of the English fleet off Fort Mc­ 
Henry, September 12, 1814. It has been a Republican newspaper 
ever since the party was bom. 
There is no intimation but that the American will be con­ 
tinued with the same name. We hope so. There is something at j 
least semi-pathetic in the name of an old newspaper.

prestige an dusefulness had been superceded, it will have to go— | 
as did the Xenia Torchlight—which had been for years the news j 
beacon-light of many here, who were sorry to have it go, as it ' 
had to.

to the throne of France but he had 
to fight several wars to

his title.
